THE FUTILITY OF SIN 
(Co ntinu ed fro m Last Week) 


In the article last week we co nclu ded with this tho u ght. 
“There is no t o ne go o d thing in life that canno t be fo u nd in the 
sto reho u se o f Go d. The o nly things o n the dev il’s shelv es that ev en 
seem to be go o d are spo iled go o ds!” In this writing we wish to ex - 
j 
tend these tho u ghts. 


The dev il has o nly damaged go o ds—so iled, abu sed, co ntra­ 
band. Adam gained kno wledge, which pro v ed a handicap; bu t think 
o f so me o f the things that he lo st: fello wship with Go d, the gar­ 
ments o f inno cence which had been so beco ming, his po sitio n as 
the Lo rd’s gardener, his v o ice, his ho me, his jo y , his time, and his 
ey esight. 
He had lo st face and influ ence, ev en with himself. 
Blinded by his sin, he co u ld no t find Go d, bu t/ ran away and hid. He 
was lo cked o u t o f his ho me. And there has no t been a new tho u ght 
in sin in all these centu ries. It still ru ns the same v icio u s cy cle. 
Men still prefer darkness to light, becau se their deeds are ev il. 
Tho u sands o f y ears later Jo hn catalo gu es sin, and there has no t 
been, a change in sto ck since the first price list was circu lated in 
the Garden o f Eden. (I Jo hn 2:16) “Fo r all that is in the wo rld, 
the lu st o f the flesh and the lu st o f the ey es and the v ainglo ry o f 
life, is no t o f the Father, bu t is o f the wo rld.” 


Men beco me dissatisfied with sin' when they realize the tre­ 
mendo u s co st in health, wealth, and peace o f mind. The o nly way 
to escape the ex cessiv e bu rden o f sin is to sto p sinning. Ev en di­ 
v ine fo rgiv eness do es no t wipe o u t the su fferings fo r the sins al­ 
ready co mmitted, ex cept in terms o f peace o f mind. 
The co nse­ 
qu ences in terms ef health and wealth mu st still be met. 


Altho u gh o u rs has (been a co mparativ ely peacefu l natio n, 
Americans hav e been pay ing fo r wars thro u gho u t their histo ry . 
War alo ne is a stu pendo u s co st o f sin. If warfare were fo rev er 
eliminated, it wo u ld take at least a tho u sand y ears fo r Americans 
to liqu idate their present war indebtedness. Yet, instead o f the war 
teaching men the fu tility o f sin, it is attended by , and will be fo l­ 
lo wed with, sensatio nal tides o f new inv estments in sin! 


5. Sin is Deceptiv e. 
Fro m the abo v e ao naideratio ns it is clear 
that the man who sins is deceiv ed. So me are easily deceiv ed. The 
crime o f sin is alway s an inside jo b. Bu t so deceitfu l is sin that no 
man sho u ld think himself safe. “Let him that thinketh he standeth 
take heed lest he fall.” Ev en the go o d are taken in by its many 
wiles. There is no t a mo re beau tifu l instance o f faithfu l lo y alty 
reco rded than that o f the y o u ng pro phet who went do wn and pro ph­ 
esied against the altar o f false wo rship at Bethel; y et, all it to o k 
was the selfish desire to co mmend a go o d act, u po n the part o f a 
pro phet who did no t himself hav e the co u rage to stand fo r the 
tru th, to deceiv e the y o u ng man and achiev e his u ndo ing. The inci- 
demt is giv en fo r the v ery pu rpo se o f impressing men with the re­ 
spo nsibility o f no t being deceiv ed. The y o u ng man was go o d; he 
was faithfu l; he wns brav e; bu t he allo wed himself to be deceiv ed. 
Pau l say s, Be po t deceiv ed; y e reap what y e so w—regardless o f 
who fu rnished the seed! 


6. Sin is Su icidal. 
Go find the witch o f Endo r and get her to 
call u p the spirit o f Hainan. He set a trap fo r his neighbo r, and 
he no t o nly missed the jo y o f seeing his enemy hanged -u po n, the 
scaffo ld he had prepared fo r him, bu t he go t himself hanged u po n 
it instead. Ju das do es no t need to testify . He demo nstrated his 
testimo ny . Ev ery act o f sin is a step in the directio n o f su icide, 
and no t merely in that directio n—a partially achiev ed su ccess! 


7. Sin is Insanity . 
Ask Balaam if his ino rdinate desire fo r 
the rewards o f Balak did no t carry him bey o nd the bo u nds o f rea­ 
so n. Bu t Peter tells u s that a du mib ass spake and stay ed his mad­ 
ness! (II Pet. 2:16) It was when the pro digal so n “came to him­ 
self”— it was in a sane mo ment—that he determined to retu rn to 
his father’s ho u se. Ev ery act o f sin weakens the mind and streng­ 
thens the mastery o f ev il. 


COMMON DENOMINATORS 


There are many things which, can be affirmed o f sin, and ev ery 
ex ample o f sin, where the effects are traced, illu strates each tru th 
affirmed. Sin has many co mmo n deno minato rs. It inv o lv es o ne in 
failu re, in deceptio n, in ex cessiv e ex pense, in fo o lish actio ns, which 
may lead o n to insanity and ev en to su icide. And if persisted in 
u ntil death certainly to Hell fo rev er. The facts are indispu table; 
what will we do abo u t it?
